This bill amends Title 73, Chapter 18, State Boating Act, by clarifying the scope of
rulemaking authority of the Board of Parks and Recreation.

device =S if the person is:
e engaged in barefoot water skiing;
e participating in an American Water Ski Association regulation competition;
e aperformer participating in a professional exhibition or other tournament; or
e practicing for a competition, exhibition, or other tournament;
> states that an observer S=» [is] and flag are =S not required during water skiing if the
vessel is:
e equipped with a wide angle mirror with a surface area of at least 48 square
inches; and
e being operated by a person who is at least 18 years old; and
» makes technical changes.
